Much lower corn support in '56. Plan 
on much lower corn-price support for 
1956 coupled with a drastic cut in your 
acre allotment. Corn growers, now, are 
in about the same serious surplus trouble 
as wheat growers 

Ihose are the important side effects of 
of the bumper 1955 crop. Agriculture 
department policymakers are in a stew 
over it because of the 1956 presidential 
election. But, there’s little they can do if 
they follow the letter of the law 

Here is how the 1956 support program 
shapes up at this early stage. Bear in 
mind that these estimates are based on 
early-fall conditions, Later crop reports 
political con- 
siderations in coming months 


may aflect them-—-as may 


( Orn-pric support next year 18 indi- 
cated at between 75 and 80 percent of 
parity, compared with 87 percent this 
year. This drop, plus the 5 percent reduc- 
tion in parity level ordered by Congress 
means a loan rate of between $1.30 and 
$1.40 a bushel in 1956. It amounts to 
18-28 cents a bushel less than this year. 
Next year’s support, which may not be 
announced until January, is dictated by 
the huge 4.5-billion-bushel supply, in- 
cluding the 1-billion-bushel carryover 

The national acreage allotment for 
corn in 1956 may be slashed to 40 million 
or less, according to present U.S.D.A 
thinking. This year the allotment, eflec- 
tive only in the “commercial” area, is 50 
million acres. It means you can expect a 
jolting 20 percent cut in plantings next 
year-——if you want the corn loan 

Actually, things may be even tougher 
For besides a smaller national allounent, 
you may have to share it with more farm- 
ers. Latest crop reports indicate that 2or 3 
dozen counties in Southern and Eastern 
sections of the country will be added to 
the 805 counties now in the commercial 
area. Biggest corn crops ever are forecast 
for parts of Alabama, Georgia, Texas, and 


some other states 


Lower supports on feed grains. Acri- 
culture department experts spend lat 
summer and fall laying the price sup- 
port groundwork for the next year’s 
production In addition to corn, they're 
doing some heavy planning on oats, bar- 
ley, rye, grain sorghums, and soybeans 
While they've made up their minds 
that price support for these will be low- 
ered again next year, they are uncertain 
as to how much. For the feed grains, it 
will depend upon what's done on corn 
There’s growing sentiment in some 
U.S.D.A quarters for dropping price 


support altogether on at least oats, bar- 
ley, and sorghums. And if corn actually 
goes to less than 80 percent ol parity, the 
odds would favor this 

An end to oats barle y and sorghum 
supports would set the stage for another 
type of “control” program. Without sup- 
ports, there would be no mandatory con- 
trol on production. To avoid further sur- 
lus output, the department may come 
up with a system of payments to farmers 
who put cash-crop acres into grass ot 
othe r conservation measures 

Oats and barley also are candidates for 
price-support discounts, such as those ap- 
plied to 23 “undesirable see Farm 
Outlook, page 8) varieties ,of wheat 
Under such a program you would be dis- 
couraged from growing inferior varieties 
of wheat by means of a heavy loan-rate

Brannan Plan coming back? Take 
with a grain of salt reports that the agri- 
culture department is about to embrace 
the incentive-payment Brannan Plan 
But don’t rule it out. There is increasing 
evidence the administration is viewing 
with more kindliness suggestions made 
by Mr. Benson’s predecessor 

One official candidly told Successful 
Farming, “‘We're rapidly getting to the 
point where we think the Brannan Plan 
offers some solid solutions.”’ But, he says 
“We can’t touch it with a 10-foot pole 
unless the name is changed, or some- 
thing.”’ Republicans and many Demo- 
crats discredited the Brannan Plan so 
thoroughly when it was offered, officials 
have to “eat crow’”’ if they use any of the 
recommendations made by Brannan 
This is highly unlikely in 1956 

It is recalled here that shortly before 
he left the agriculture office, Mr. Brannan 
predic ted his proposals would be adopted 
before 1960

House Agriculture Committee, Aber-

Surplus butter supply dwindles. Agri- 
culture department officials believe all 
C.C.C., surplus butter stocks may be dis- 
posed of by the end of the year, unless 
there’s a sharp upturn in production 
Still, Secretary Benson is not likely to in- 
crease the support level for the year be- 
ginning April 1 


Better crop reports coming. Cornbelt- 
crop estimates are in for improvement 
The Crop Reporting Board plans to 
launch in the Midwest next spring a new 
estimating system to sharpen agriculture 
depar tment forecasts on crop estimates. 

The new system calls for selection of 
about 4,000 Midwest farms for official 
on-the-spot interviews and observation 
First visit would be in the spring to nail 
down the number of acres going into 
corn, wheat, soybeans, and other crops 
In the summer, a smaller sample would 
be run to keep tabs on conditions. Fin- 
ally, actual harvested acres would be 
counted. This system would be in addi- 
tion to the regular mail questionnaires, 
now filled out by many farmers through- 
out the United States 

The program has been run on a “pilot” 
basis in the South—encouraging officials 
to expand. The Crop Board has been un- 
der considerable fire from a number of 
quarters in past years for wrong gyesses 
on the cotton crop 


Morse predicts continued controls. 
Undersecretary True D. Morse tells Suc- 
cessful Farming, “Distasteful as produc- 
tion controls are to most farmers and to 
me personally there’s little likelihood 
that they can be relaxed in 1956, in view 
of the current supply situation. Total 
crop production this year is expected to 
equal the all-time record achieved in 
1948, adding this to the huge supplies of 
some commodities carried over froyn the 
previous year, we are confronted with a 
situation under which continued controls 
will be mandatory for several crops 

“Wheat acreage will be at the 55-mil- 
lion-acreage maximum, which current 
supply situation permits. Cotton, rice, 
tobacco, and peanuts will also remain 
under production controls as required by 
law. The size of the 1955 corn crop fore- 
shadows possible acreage reductions for 
this crop next year 

“Until supplies can be brought into 
better balance, farmers face continued 
production controls under existing legis- 
lation,”’ Morse concludes

How to reduce 
income risk 


Whar kinds of livestock are surest to 
make you money year after year? Dairy 
cows and chickens. What’s the most risky? 
Cattle feeding 

That’s what lowa State College farm 
economists found after a study of how to 
cut risks. They also found 

During the past several years, you 
wouldn't have gone broke in any one 
year in dairying. But, neither would you 
have made extremely high profits in any 
one year. 

By contrast, 2-year-old feeder steers 
have returned as much as $189 above 
$100 worth of feed fed. But they’ ve given 
losses as high as $83 per $100 of feed fed 
in other years 

One way to reduce risk is to combine 
two enterprises. Hogs and chickens prob- 
ably are less risky than cither alone. But 
don’t try to avoid risk by combining two 
enterprises which have the same type of 
income variation. Fat cattle and a beef 
cow herd are good examples—when the 
price for one is low, the price for the 
other generally also is low 

During the years studied, the low-in- 
come variation would have come from a 
combination of 20 percent of resources 
for hogs and 80 percent of resources for 
laying hens; or 60 percent in dairy cows, 
and 40 percent in hens; or 70 percent in 
hogs and 30 percent in 2-year-old feeder 
steers 

Main gains in reducing income varia- 
tions from year to year come trom com- 
bining fwo enterprises. Very little gain 
comes from adding a third 

Remember, when you have the least 
possible risk, you don’t necessarily get the 
greatest profits. These facts are interesting, 
however, because many farmers must try 
to lessen risk for a few years, if they have 
regular payments to make while others 
are able to plan to get greatest profits, 
with a chance of more year-to-year

Lice and mites 


Confinement 


The long continued fight against body 
lice which infests chickens is almost won 
Once as common as farm chickens them- 
selves, the confinement of hen flocks is 
driving the louse out for good 

Phe strategy that is pulling the louse 
off the flank of chickens is complete segre- 
gation of the young and old birds. Keep- 
ing the hens in the henhouse and raising 
the pullets on range is preventing next 
year’s pullets from becoming infested. As 
the yearling hens go to market, the lice go 
along for company. Lice can’t live off the 
chicken, so when all the hens are sold the 
farm is rid of this pest 


That confinement of the hen gets rid of 
the lice problem is shown by records sent 
to poultry specialists at Lowa State Col- 
lege. During the past 10 years, more 
Demonstration Flocks have been put un- 
der the confinement system. There has 
been a rapid disappearance of all 6 o1 
species of lice among these flocks. In the 
past, they had an annual fight on their 
hands to keep down the infestation 

It started in 1942 when the general 
recommendation was made to producers 
to keep hens confined to the henhouse all 
year as a war measure in producing more 
food. Today, the practice has taken hold 
among most of the progressive poultry 
producers By 1945, about 50 percent of 
the Demonstration Flock owners had 
adopted the confinement program. At 
that time 30 percent of these flock owners 
reported that their flocks had lice 


By 1948, the percent of flocks unde 
confinement had risen to 94 percent. The 
percentage reporting the presence of lice 
had dropped to 16 percent. By 1951, all 
Demonstration Flocks were under con- 
finement and not one reported the pres- 
ence of lice on chickens 

There is litthe doubt that the system 
will work where all essential details are 
carried out. However, the possibility of 
an occasional outbreak is always present 
One infested hen can spread lice through- 
out the entire flock of young pulle (8. 

Confinement not only controls the 
louse problem, but gives other benefits as 
well, With it has come improved feeding 
and management. These, in turn, have 
increased egg production per hen and per 
flock. For example, the difference in rate 
of production per hen between the con- 
fined and the unconfined flocks from 1945 
to 1948 was 8 percent, or 175 eggs as 
compared with 190 eggs. This production 
rate has increased cach year. At the last 
tabulation, confined egg production per 
hen had risen to an average of 207 eggs

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Insecticides 


Extensive studies on the control of lice 
and mites with insecticides have just been 
completed by Dr. Steve Moore and Dr 
H. H. Schwardt of Cornell University 
Their tests involved 208 poultry flocks 
containing over 59,000 chickens. Seven- 
teen different insecticides were evaluated 

[he insecticides were applied princi- 
pally as sprays and the dilutions were 
made with water on a weight basis. Some 
dust treatments with ground limestone 
and neotran were also used against mites 

For lice control, the roosting areas only 
were treated. But for lice and mites, the 
roosts and adjacent walls, droppings 
boards, feeder rails, and outside surfaces 
of the nests were sprayed until the liquid 
ran off, Parasite population was measured 
before and after treatment. The following 
tables show the results:

A DIRECT PAYMENT plan for supporting your 
income is suggested here by one of our top authorities 
on farm program economics. Instead of propping prices 
by sealing grain, under this plan we would: 

1, Allow prices of farm products to be set by the law 
of supply and demand—by what consumers will pay. 

2. Then provide direct payments to farmers or proc- 
essors to make up the difference between market prices 
and 90, 824, or whatever percent of parity that’s set. 

This is basically the idea of the wool support pro- 
gram—expanded to include both livestock and crops. 
Read the advantages and disadvantages at right. 


Here are problems 


@The surplus problem. The government 
has acquired large stocks of products 
it did not want and which cost money 
to store. 


@The controls problem. As surpluses 
become embarrassing, acreage 
allotments and marketing quotas are 
necessary. Either the controls are 
politically acceptable and not very 
effective, or they are effective and 
politically disagreeable. 


@The trade problem. Our farm prices 
are supported above world price levels 
$0 our export products have to be 
subsidized. And imports of price- 
supported products have to be limited. 


@The discrimination problem. A fairly 
large measure of price security is 
provided for wheat, cotton, cor, rice, 
tobacco, and peanuts, and slightly 
less for dairy products, some feeds, 
and oilseeds—and no price security 
at all for most other products. Whether 
or not a product receives support 
depends not on logic but on history, 
politics, and whether or not it will keep. 


How the problems 


SThe trade problem would disappear. 
Since prices in this country would 
not be directly raised, the American 
exporter would be under no handicap, 
and our market would not be artificially 
attractive to foreigners. 


® Also, the discrimination between 
storables and perishables would no 
longer be technically necessary. 
The prices of pork or butter or eggs 
can as readily be supplemented by 
direct payments as wheat or corn. 


®Since government loans or purchases 
are not used to peg prices, the 
surpluses do not become the property 
of the secretary of agriculture. 


® Meanwhile, the protection to the 
farmer would be substantially the 
same. Payments would help him in 
times of recession or depression. And 
the stabilizing effects on the economy 
of the present system are preserved. 


@The incentive to produce remains 
unchanged, so, presumably, production 
will be as large as before. Large 
production would manifest itself, not 
in government purchases, but in low

ask, “If combines work so well in corn, 
why have we had to wait so long to find it 
out?” Fact is, corn combining is not new! 
Experiments date back to 1928. We find 
in 1930 one company even marketed a 
corn attachment for its combine. How- 
ever, in these early efforts the whole corn 
plant was passed through the combine. 
The problems involved in this method, 
and a lack of equipment for drying grain, 
caused the idea to be shelved 

In 1950, agricultural engineers at the 
University of Illinois determined, through 
high-speed movies and photographs like 
the one on page 40, the shelling action of 
a combine cylinder and concave and its 
effect on the corn. They also found, at 
moderate moisture levels, and with best 
adjustments of cylinder speed and open- 
ing, the shelling efficiency was near 99% 
pere ent, and the amount of crac ked corn 
is kept below the limit of No. 2 grade. 

During this same period, engineers at 
the Nebraska Experiment Station were 
developing a corn attachment for a pull- 
type combine. This device consisted 
mainly of a set of snapping rolls set above 
the regular combine feeder. The corn 
plants were cut off by the regular sickle, 
but, instead of passing through the ma- 
chine, were taken through snapping rolls 
and then pushed off the front of the cutter 
bar. By this method the combine did not 
handle the stalks, and ears were snapped 
above the feeder canvas, so shelled-corn 
loss was practically eliminated 

A recent significant development is the 
discovery that a modified sweet-corn 
snapper is far superior to regular corn- 
picker snapping rolls for combines. The 
star-shaped or fluted rolls (drawing on 
page 41) do no actual snapping. They 
simply jerk the stalk down until the butt 
of the ear strikes the snapping bar, snap- 
ping surfaces, stripper plates, or whatever 
a particular manufacturer might call 
them. Then the shank breaks. The rolls 
are aggressive and can be set close so 
stalks are pulled down with little chance 
of clogging. This means less chance of 
accidents, and usually keeps shelled corn 
loss to less than half of a normal picker. 

In 1954 tests, University of Illinois ag- 
ricultural engineers found further that 
rubber cylinder or concave bars appar- 
ently have little effect in reducing corn 
cracking. A cylinder speed of about 3,000 
feet per minute at the rub bar is about 
right under most harvesting conditions. A 
concave clearance of about °% inch at the 
rear will give best results (front should be 


4g to % inch wider). Shelling

efficiency will be rather low and kernel 
damage high if the moisture is above 30 
percent, but below 30 percent both efh- 
ciency and cracking improve rapidly until 
around 27 percent the advantage in de- 
laying harvest levels off 

There will be further experimenting by 
state colleges, manufacturers, and farm- 
ers on using the combine for corn har- 
vesting. It will pay you to watch develop- 
ments closely 
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Wendell Schwarz, who farms 
450 acres near Mercedes, Texas, 
stepped up his sweet corn pro- 
duction and cut down on labor 
costs with the corn sprayer 
shown here. He fixed up an 
old tractor and with odd bits 
of iron and pipe, a compressor, 
etc., had the machine welded 
together.

speak of an animal as pure or as a hybrid 
Actually most, perhaps all, animals are a 
mixture of the two-—the pure and hybrid 
states. When two genes—the units of in- 
heritance—-are paired that are similar 
we have purity for that pair of genes and 
when they are unlike we have a hybrid 
state for that pai 

Most individuals have a number of 
gene pairs that are pure and a number 
that are hybrid. The mating of likes and 
closely related individuals promotes puri- 
ty, and the mating of unlikes promotes 
the hybrid stat 


As a general rule, the hybrid state is 
associated with increased vigor and the 
purified state with decreased vigor. But 
there are individual exceptions 

The bast principle of hybrid vigor has been 
verified tn many plants and animals 

So much for the basic information on 
crossing. Now for point Number 2—ex- 
perimental crossing of dairy cattle 

Several experiments in which dairy 
cattle were crossed have been reported in 
the past few years. In many of the past 
experiments, the trials were ill-suited to 
obtain information on the merits of cross- 
ing largely because one of the parental 
breeds used was a low producer. If we 
wish information on the merits of cross- 
ing, then superior genetic materials 
should be used in both parental stocks 
The reason? It has long been a well-ac- 
cepted fact that an inferior strain can be 
improved by top crossing with superior 
breeding. In spite of this handi ap, the 
experiments of the past give considerable 
encouragement as to benefits from the 
crossing itself 

The U.S.D.A. experiments at Belts- 
ville, Maryland, and the Clemson College 
experiments in South Carolina give us 
most of the crossbred information we have 
that is specific to dairy cattle. These ex- 
periments have been much discussed re- 
cently, There is no need to go into all the 
many details and results of the experi- 
ments, The important question 18, u hati 
the over-all end result? 

In the experiments mentioned above, 
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there can be no question but that the ad- 
vantage lies with crossbreds. However, when 
it comes to the specific amount of advan- 
tage, that is another matter 

By one method of making comparisons, 
the South Carolina crossbreds show an 
advantage of 17 percent in fat and 18 percent 
in mlk. The same method gives the cross- 
breds at Beltsville advantages of 32 and 25 
percent 

Other methods of comparison give 
lower advantages than indicated above 
Advantages of 25 to 32 percent are high, 
higher than we normally find or expect 

Now for point Number 3—the results 
obtained by farmers who have used cross- 
breds in commercial production. We 
must, of course, realize that results from 
the field are not comparative 

James Collins, a former cow tester in 
northeastern lowa, gave me a report on 7 
crossbred cows in 7 herds that averaged 
494 pounds of fat. The same 7 herds had 
an average herd production of 375 
pounds 

In the January 1955 issue of the Herd 
Builder, published by the American 
Dairy Cattle Club, the production rec- 
ords on 43 crossbred cows owned by 
Indian Spring Farm, Darlington, Mary- 
land, are listed. Their average production 
for 305 days on two-times-a-day milking 
was 12,504 pounds of milk and 563 
pounds of fat 

It seems that about every week some 
farmer writes me, or drops in to tell me 
how well satisfied he is with his crossbred 


dairy cows 


0: the basis of what I hear, I believe 
the use of crossbred dairy cattle is in- 
creasing. I am not surprised. I know of no 
sound reason to become alarmed. 

There are, however, some points that 
should be recognized by advocates and 
critics of « rossbreeding First. crosshree ding 
is not scrub breeding. Superior breeding is 
needed to feed into the crosses. Second, 
both artificial insemination and cross- 
breeding have decreased the needs for 
large numbers of certified seed stocks but 
have increased the importance of these stocks 

In my opinion, the importance of 
maintaining and developing better seed 
stocks is the most important issue facing 
our dairy industry. END

Stops erosion, attractive, needs no maintenance 


By John Howard 


When the blue-and-pink morning glory escaped from th 
garden, we had a new weed. When crown vetch worked its way 
from the flower garden to a few roadside banks, it found its tru 
calling 

Not a cure-all or the easiest thing in the world to get started, 
this spectac ular perennial is proving to he the best plant we have for 
steep banks along roads or gullies. 1t seems to grow where nothing 
else will—-in barren subsoil exposed to the weather, too steep to 
work with machinery. In time it covers these areas with almost 
a pure stand. It needs no mowing. It tolerates shade. Livestock 
don’t ordinarily like the bitter sap. Under ideal conditions one 
plant has been found to spread over an area 15x30 feet. Yet it 
has not moved into cropland or become a pest 

Getting it started seems to be the hard part. And even thers 
you may be lucky—-some have done practically nothing but 
scatter the seed, yet have good stands. It can be started from 
rootsto ks, also

Twenty pounds will seed an acre 


Three pounds of seed will sow 50 to 60 
rods of bank 5 to 10 feet high. The per- 
acre rate is 20 pounds. Order special 
crown vetch inoculant from one of the 
larger inoculant companies. Scatter the 
seed by hand as soon as the weather 
warms up in the spring. Rake it lightly 
to cover 

In Pennsylvania, where they've done 
a lot with crown vetch, they recommend 
domestic ryegrass or red fescue as a 
nurse crop and to give extra protection 
Soil conservation service men we've 
talked to doubt if a nurse crop is neces- 
sary. It helps to lightly cover the area 
with strawy manure and scatter on a bag

A. unprotected house exposed to a 20-

Small-size particles 
kill more worms 


For controlling stomach worms in 
dairy cattle and sheep, the finer the par- 
ticle size, the greater the kill. University 
of California experiments with various 
part le sizes of phenothiazine favored 
the finest size used 

Research men at California are con- 
vinced that the killing action is direct 
action of phenothiazine particles against 
the skin of the worm. If a great number 
of small particles are used, the chances 
of a hit are greater 

Phenothiazine preparations on the 
market vary considerably in particle size 
he next step in the California experi- 
ments will be to try to learn the range in 


particle sizes that will be most effective 


Simple concrete terrace 
diverts runoff water 


A small concrete terrace about 8 inches 
in height leads excess runoff water away 
from the loafing shed, milking parlor, and 
roughage feeding area on the Lee Nemmo 
dairy farm, Dallas County, Missouri 

Nemmo’s lots drain well, but he got an 
excess of runoff during certain periods 


from still higher ground. So when build- 


ing his paved lots, he added this simple 
terrace to carry runoff from above as well 
as that from the milking-parlor roof 
around the loafing barn 

This terrace proved easy to construct 
Nemmo said he simply laid a row of rocks 
and then fashioned the terrace with a 
fairly stiff concrete mix 


Does grazing hurt 
small grain yields? 


How much does spring and fall grazing 
hurt small grain yields? A 4-year experi- 
ment at the New Jersey Experiment Sta- 
tion shows these results 

1. Wheat produced about two-thirds 
as much fall- and spring grazing as rye 

2. Fall grazing, which was started 
when the crop was 5 to 7 inches tall and 
stopped when it was reduced to 2 inches, 
did not lower the grain yield in the follow-

3. Spring grazing, from 6 to 8 inches

» inches, lowered grain yields 
by about one-third 

4. Fall grazing did not affect the length 
of straw, but spring grazing reduced it by 
25 to 30 percent. This also reduced the 
amount of lodging 

Will it pay? At present wheat prices, it 
probably won't pay to graze wheat in the 
spring. It might look pretty expensive to 
grow rye for only 6 to / weeks of pasture, 
but in that period rye can produce as 
much feed as an old bluegrass sod will

Eight-sided feeder 
for grass silage 


This grass-silage feeder was designed 
and built by Frank Miller and Son of 
Scioto County, Ohio 

Mr. Miller said, “We built 8 outside 
sections of forms and 8 inside sections and 
spaced them 6 inches apart. The feeder is 
10 feet in diameter and forms an octagon 
shape. We poured the forms full of con- 


crete. In a few days we removed the forms 


and placed a barrel in the center and 
filled it with concrete, shaping the top 
like a cone. Then we poured a floor in the 
bottom for a trough 

“We placed our 30-foot clevator under 
the silo chute to carry the silage and drop 
it on the dome which distributes it. This 
feeder will hold enough to feed 25 cows 
and takes about 10 minutes a day to opere 


ate The feeder cost us about $15 


Chopped cornstalks 
make good bedding 


If you think you may run short of bed- 
ding this year, better get busy and make 
stalk bedding. The job isn’t difficult. After 
picking, the field can be gone over with a 
stalk chopper. Then, the stalks should be 
raked into windrows for baling or chop- 
ping. You can also use a field chopper 
aiter the picker and do the job in one 
operation. New picker-shredder ma- 
chines make it possible to shred the stalks

Want to widen narrow windows? Looking for something 
a bit different in drapery treatments?

Dia you notice the smart-look- 
ing blue draperies in the 
Pedersons’ den on page 46?

Insert new stud in old 
opening to hold gypsum board wall. Extend,

Let’s make jewelry 


Looking for a new hobby? Or, for a dif- 
ferent craft project for 4-H? Or, perhaps 
a way to make money selling things 
you've made. Then, try your hand at 
copper enameling. It’s a handicraft that’s 
fun, easy, and practical. 

Several metals, including silver and 
brass, can be enameled, but copyjier is 
easier to work with and is available in 
more hobby and craft shops throughout 
the country. 

It’s wise for beginners to experiment a 
bit at first to find out how copper works 
So, follow these basic steps to make an 
endless variety of art objects yourself. 


Even, careful dusting of powdered 
enamel is very important for good finished 
products. Metal surface is first thoroughly 
cleaned with a good copper cleaner to re- 
move any grease or dust particles. Metal is 
painted or sprayed with gum tragacanth be-

fore applying the powered enamel to tray

Fire enamel-dusted tray in covered kiln, 
that heats to about 1,500 degrees, until 
enamel melts and becomes quite shiny in 
appearance.

proteins and related compounds. Suffice 
to say that nirtogen is vital to carrying 
out the plants’ most complicated grow- 
Ing processes 

Perhaps, the most fundamental plant 
process 18 the capture of the suns’ enerey

Nitroge nm is taken into the plant mostly 
as ammonia and nitrate. It’s then con 
verted to other compounds Nitrogen ca! 
be moved to some extent from olde 
tissues to younger ones, which is the rea 
son deficiency symptoms occur first on 


the older parts of the plant 


What happens in the crop if there 
isn't enough nitrogen? 

A plant can adjust somewhat to the 
amount of nitrogen at hand. This means 
that to a certain extent, nitrogen controls 
the amount of protein in a crop. But 
when nitrogen drops low enough, yields 
inevitably decline 

The nitrogen content of grains can be 
increased by fertilization, but this does 
not necessarily mean more of the proteins 
essential for animals. Ruminants may be 
able to use this extra nitrogen (as they 


do urta but nonruminants may not 


Can | do anything to increase the 
crop's ability to take in nitrogen? 
There is very littl that can be done 
directly to the plants. Some plants have 
fibrous, branching root systems which 
seck out nitrogen, some may have tap 
roots, or scanty root systems which are 
not so efficient. Of course, strong roots 
can be encouraged by balanced fertility 
Legumes should be inoculated. In 
order to have efficient fixation, conditions 
must be right for the nodule organisms 
sufficient calcium, and other eclements 


in the soil 


How does the crop take in nitrogen? 

Nitrogen may be taken into the plant 
in two main forms 1) as the ammonium 
ion, NH, ») as the nitrate ion, NO, 
Most piants make use of either form with- 
out distinction and can use both equalls 
well 

In the soil, ammonium ions and 
nitrate ions behave exactly opposite 
Ammonia is attracted to soil particles 
especially clay and thus docs not move in 
the soil. It will not leach out. Ammonia 
may enter the plant or it may be convert- 
ed by certain bacteria to the nitrate form 
Nitrate really gets around. It is not held 
by the soil and is free to move up and 
down with the soil water. Nitrate does, 
however, become hard for the plant to 


pick up in dry soil 


Where does nitrogen come from 
originally? 

Originally, nitrogen came from the at- 
mosphere. The soil nitrogen our crops 
have drawn on for years, developed un- 
der plants. More nitrogen accumulated 
under prairie, less under trees. Soils may 


vary from 5,000 pounds of nitrogen per 


acre (six inches deep) in some ¢ 
colored prairie sous, to less than 
pounds per acre (six inches deep

Why does nitrogen become limiting? 

Large losses olf nitrogen occur in soils 
under cultivation.

Soil lost by wind- and water erosion is 
usually topsoil which contains most of the 
organic matter 

Nitrogen is lost by leaching waters

about it, at least until the nature of the 
loss is better understood 

Extra fast breakdown of organic mat- 
ter, caused by excess cultivation, is not 
good

How can | make nitrogen less 
limiting? 

Every effort should be nade to have 
soil conditions such that micro-organisms 
eflectively break down organic matter to 
release nitrogen. Soil organisms need 
moisture, warm te in pe ratures, and air to 
function at their best. A shortage of nu- 
trients or a soil too acid slows down these 
organisms also. The addition of fresh 
organic matter, especially above per- 
cent nitrogen speeds decay of the more 
resistant organic matter 

A soil should be in good physical shape 
also. If air or water intake is restricted by 
a crusted surface, or if roots are confined 
by a hard-pan or impervious layer a 
plant can’t be expected to make best use 
of nitrogen. Weeds compete with plants 
lor nitrogen 

Inoculated legumes, of course, take 


care of their own nitrogen 


How do | know if nitrogen is 
limiting? 

We generally figure that nitrogen is 
low for a heavy-yielding crop like corn in 
any soil more than a year away from 
legumes. There are also ways to measure 
nitrogen shortage 

Very often nitrogen deficiency symp- 
toms appear in plants. The most charac- 
teristic 1s a lack of green color. Grasses 
show yellowish green leaves followed by 
drving of older leaves. Potatoes, tomatoes 
and tobacco show light green « olors. old- 
er leaves yellowing and drying or firing 
Corn has a typical nitrogen deficiency 
symptom—leaves turn yellow and fire 
down the midrib

Why Railroads Support 
an Up-to-Date Transportation Policy 


Consider the extraordinary situation 
that the railroads of this country 
face today. 


Here is a fundamental industry, per- 
forming a service essential in peace 
and irreplaceable in war, providing, 
maintaining, and continually im- 
proving — at its own expense — the 
roadways and other extensive facili- 
ties which it uses (and paying taxes 
on them besides); directly employ- 
ing more than one million people; 
operating with steadily increasing 
efficiency; and financed conserva- 
tively, with a steadily decreasing 
total of fixed charges. 


Yet here is an industry which earns 
a return on investment of only about 
34 % —among the very lowest of all 
industries; an industry so restricted 
by the application of laws governing 
transportation that frequently it is 
not permitted to price its services on 
a competitive basis. 


% * * 


How can such a situation have arisen 
in a nation devoted to the classic 
concepts of free enterprise and equal 


opportunity? 


An important part of the answer is 
clearly indicated by the recent report 
of the Presidential Committee on 
Transport Policy and Organization 
created last year by President Eisen- 
hower. This Committee consisted of 
five members of the President's Cab- 
inet and two other high government 
officials, charged with responsibility 
for making “a comprehensive review 
of over-all federal transportation 
policies and problems.” 


The report of the Committee, re- 
leased by the White House in April, 
opens with this sentence: 


“Within the short span of one gen- 
eration, this country has witnessed a 
transportation revolution. 


“During this same period,” the re- 
port continues, “government has 


failed to keep pace with this change 
... Fegulation has continued to be 
based on the historic assumption 
that transportation is monopolistic 
despite the ... growth of pervasive 
competition. The dislocations which 
have emerged from this intensified 
competition, on the one hand, and 
the restraining effects of public reg- 
ulation on the other, have borne 
heavily on the common carrier seg- 
ment of the transportation industry. 


“In many respects, government pol- 
icy at present prevents, or severely 
limits, the realization of the most 
economical use of our transporta- 
tion plant.” 


To the end that all forms of trans- 
portation should be developed to 
their greatest economic usefulness, 
the Cabinet Committee recom- 
mended, among other things, that: 


“Common carriers . . . be permitted 
greater freedom, short of discrimi- 
natory practices, to utilize their eco- 
nomic capabilities in the competitive 
pricing of their services . . .” 


* * * 


Legislation to give effect to Com- 
mittee recommendations has been 
introduced in Congress. 


Passage of this legislation would not 
give railroads any rights that other 
forms of transportation do not al- 
ready have or would not receive. 
The legislation recognizes that each 
of the competing forms of transpor- 
tation has advantages in handling 
different kinds of shipments, moving 
between different points and over dif- 
ferent distances. It proposes that each 
type of carrier be given the freest 
opportunity to do the job it can do 
best, at the lowest reasonable cost. 


That's the way toward the best and 
most economical service, to the bene- 
fit of businessmen, taxpayers, and 
the consuming public—which, in the 


end, pays all transportation costs,

Some states are making soil tests for 
nitrogen, but none have proved as satis- 
factory or widespread in use as the tests 
for phosphate and potash. 

Tissue tests have been a useful tool in 
diagnosing crop needs for nitrogen. It 
might be possible to pick up a nitrogen 
deficiency by tissue test early enough to 
side-dress 


How do | add nitrogen to the soil? 

Nitrogen can be added to the soil in 
two main ways, through legumes, o1 
fertilizer, including manure. 

The nitrogen fixed in legumes may be 
used by the host plant, or will be released 
upon decay of nodules. The legume plant 
adds directly to the nitrogen in the soil if 
it is plowed under as green manure 
When a legume is made as hay, your gain 
comes when you return the manure 

The major effect of legumes is noticed 
the first year, when about 50 percent of 
the legume’s nitrogen is released. 

One of the organic fertilizers is manure, 
which contains about 10 pounds of nitro- 
gen per ton. Some of this nitrogen is 
available, most must be decayed. 

Mineral nitrogen may be added to the 
soil as straight N or in mixed fertilizers 
As straight goods, the farmer has a choice 
of a number of solid forms, ammonium 
nitrate, sodium nitrate, ammonium sul- 
fate, and urea. The nitrogen in these 
fertilizers can all be considered available 

Nitrogen may be added to the soil in 
gaseous form, as anhydrous ammonia 
This is a high-analysis product containing 
82.5 percent nitrogen. It has been used 
widely and when properly applied is a 
satisfactory form of nitrogen 

Nitrogen may also be added to the soil 
in the form of solutions, which may vary 
in nitrogen content from about 20 per- 
cent to over 40 percent. 

A large amount of nitrogen is applied 
each year in the form of mixed fertilizers 
All complete fertilizers carry some nitro- 
gen, from as little as 3 percent nitrogen 
in some mixtures to as much as 14 per- 
cent in others. There are 4 number of 
nitrogen-phosphorus fertilizers that carry 
considerable nitrogen; a diammonium 
phosphate now being made, has 21 per- 
cent nitrogen 

Nitrogen in organic combination can 
be added in almost unlimited quantities 
to the soil and not be harmful to the plant 
With mineral nitrogen it is another story 
Some nitrogen in starter fertilizer can be 
applied close to the seed, but too much 
will be damaging 

Experiments have shown that in areas 
that freeze in the fall and remain frozen 
all winter, nitrogen fertilizers can be ap- 
plied in the fall. In other areas, particu- 
larly on sandy soils and where fall and 
winter rains may leach out nutrients, fall 
application is wasteful. If additional large 
amounts of nitrogen are to be used, on a 
corn crop for example, it may be broad- 
cast and worked in before planting, or

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Doughnuts 
can be easy 


Try these simple steps for 
making delicious doughnuts 


Good doughnut dough is very soft, so 
make it easier to handle by chilling in the 
refrigerator before rolling. Then roll to an 
even \4-inch thickness on a lightly floured 
surface. Add very little flour to the dough 
so it stays soft. 

For frying, use a deep kettle not more 
than half full of fat. Remember to fry 
only a few doughnuts at a time. If you 
put too many doughnuts in the pan at 
once, the fat cools off rapidly. As each 
doughnut rises to top and browns, turn it 
carefully to brown other side 

Use a fat thermometer to keep temper- 
ature constant at 365°. Fat that is too hot 
can cause overbrowning before the inside 
gets done. Lower temperatures will make 
doughnuts grease-soaked before they are 
brown on the outside 


Flour your doughnut cutter before using to 
prevent the dough from sticking to it. Use 
a sharp-edged cutter and apply pressure 
evenly for uniformly shaped doughnuts. Save 
the center cut-outs for making doughnut 
balls, which may be fried separately later 


Use cooking tongs or a long-handled fork to 
remove doughnuts from the hot fat. Drain on 
absorbent paper immediately. While still 
warm, put doughnuts in a paper sack and 
shake gently to coat them evenly. If desired, 
use 2 teaspoons cinnamon mixed with 3/4 cup

How good are the new 


Creeping alfalfas? 


Very promising, but not good enough yet to replace 
regular varieties for grazing, say alfalfa experts 


We hearing a lot about a new group 
of alfalfas. which have the amazing abili- 
ty to creep. In their native areas they 
push up new plants from underground 
roots or stems at a great rate--a single 
plant sometimes spreading to cover an 
area 20 feet in diameter. This and certain 
other attributes--such as withstanding 
extreme weather and close grazing —have 
made them look promising as a needed 
companion oO native range @wrasses, or as 
pasture alfalfas. In other re spects they re- 
semble any other alfalfa——a littl lower 
and broader crowned usually 

The big drawbac k is that the two most 
widely known creepers, Nomad and Rhi- 
zoma, don't creep much east of the Rock 
Also they aren’t any hardier than a num- 
ber of our better regular varieties and 
they're no match for wilt disease. 

A new variety, Rambler, is an im- 
provement, but has not performed out- 
standingly in central United States tests 
a0 lar 

4 lew farmers who have tried them in 
the Midwest have had mixed results. A 
few are satisfied, most had failures 

If you are tempted to buy one of these 
creeping varicties better @o Cass though 
it might be interesting to seed an acre to 
see what they'll do 

Here's a state-by-state rundown on the 
current situation. Notice that many of the 
specialists consulted are hopeful that th 
creeping ability can be bred into new 


varictics 


Wineis. “Both Nomad and Rhizoma 
were about three-fourths of a ton to a 
ton lower yielding in the past three years 
than our better varieties,”’ reports W. O 
Scott of the University of Illinois 


Kensas. Bernard |. Kolp of Kansas 
State College had this to say 

“Because of their spreading habit and 
a low-down type of growth, creeping 
alfallas may someday appear in Kansas 
tame pastures. Rambler may prove to be 
that alfalfa; but it is slow in recovering 
alter cutting.”’ 


South Dakota. “Iinproved selections of 
creeping alfalfas are in plant breeders 
nurseries at this time,”” said Wayne 
Adams, South Dakota State College 
“but we need evidence that such types 
are superior for grazing purposes. We 
know that grass-land productivity can be 
increased, perhaps doubled, by the right 
legume.” 


Minnesota. KR. A. Briggs, University of 
Minnesota, reports thus 

“We have had Rhizoma and Nomad 
varicties in trials in Minnesota, Rhizoma 
for the last five years. There has been no 
spreading by root or rhizome on either of

Veterinary helps 


Sacks prevent wire-cut calves 


Most farmers are aware of the 
danger when calves are turned 
outdoors for the first time. Seri- 
ous injuries are often inflicted 
when the wildly running calves 
crash into unfamiliar wire 
fences which they apparently 
do not see at all 
Empty gunny sacks may be 
hung up on a fence as shown 
here to avoid such accidents 
Although the wires may escape 
notice, the sacks are easily seen 
and running calves will usually 
veer away from them before it’s 
to late to stop and serious in- 
jury may occur 
[his procedure is made even more 
effective by turning the calves out with 
quiet, older cattle for a few minutes the 
first time they are freed in a lot. Under 


such crowded conditions they won't be

May not be milk fever 


When a dairy cow gocs down in a 
paralyzed condition shortly before or 
after calving, the chances are pretty gaod 
that she has milk fever. However, owners 
shouldn't be too sure this is the trouble, 
for gangrenous mastitis, infection of the 
uterus, hardware in the stomach, nerve 
injuries, or fracture of the pelvis may 
cause a similar paralysis. In many cases 
it will be advisable to call a veterinarian 
in order to find out exactly what is caus- 
ing the trouble 


Late breeding is best 


A current experimeat at the University 
of Wisconsin consists of breeding dairy 
cows at different stages of their heat peri- 
ods to discover the best time for artificial 
insemination 

Careful records are kept of the tim 
when heat starts, when it ends, and when 
the cow ovulates. Each cow is bred three 
times during each heat period to three dif- 
ferent bulls. When the blood type of the 
cow, the bulls, and the resultant calf is 
known, two of the bulls can be eliminated 
as possible sires 

So far, 34 calves have been born to 
cows in this experiment. Two-thirds of

Calf anemia may 
be serious, too 


Anemia of baby pigs has been recog- 
nized as a serious disease for a long time 
but recent studies at the U.S.D.A, Belts- 
ville Research Station suggests that 
anemia of calves may also be an impor- 
tant problem 

Investigations revealed that blood 
hemoglobin concentration values were 
highest during the first 15 days of life and 
gradually decreased until the 30th to 
70th day of life. After that there was a 
gradual increase, although there was a 
wide range in hemolobin levels be- 
tween individual calves 

Feeding 100 mg. of iron per day to 
calves that were moderately anemi 
caused an increase in red blood cells 
raised hemoglobin levels, and prevented 
the decrease which would ordinarily have 
been expected. A significant correlation 
between hemoglobin level and body 


weight gains was observed in one herd 


She was a freemartin 


Ihe other day an owner told us he had 
a heifer over a year old that had never 
been in heat.

Then I go out after another load. I usual- 


ly shell, dry, and store 3 loads a day, or 
750 bushels. My system saves labor and 
expense. Corn is free from rats and mic« 
storage is more compact and less expen- 
sive than for ear corn, grain is ready to 
use in self-feeders, I can market corn 
without waiting for a sheller and help 
Also, I have no « leanup problem, such a 
hauling cobs to the field and all the other 
trash and dust that goes with shelling at 
the crib 

“A possible disadvantage in field shell 
ing is in always having to dry the corn 
However, I feel the dryer pays for itself 
by allowing me to take advantage of

“We've used picker-shellers, portable 
shellers behind corn snapper or corn- 
picker, and stationary sheller in our 6,000 
acres of field-shelling experience. Most of 
our corn is picked with 2-row mounted 
pu kers, and the Car Corn Laéacn to a cene- 
tral location where our dryers are in- 
stalled. The trouble with the field shellers 
we used is low capacity in 100-bushel 
corn at 50-percent moisture. Also, we had 
too much shelled or cracked corn left in 
the field. So we re placed 5 portable field 
shellers with a large -Capacity stationary 
sheller.””"—E. L. Munter, William Geh- 
ring Inc., Rensselaer, Indiana 


“I’ve been field shelling for 4 years with 
a sheller mounted on a trailer pulled be- 
hind the picker. I find I have less « apacity 
per day than when picking only, but it’s 
not scrious 

“Storing shelled corn requires experi- 
ence. It needs to be watched even though 
conventional precautions are used. I have 
no real problems in field shelling at 
percent moisture and lowe: A. J 
Schrock, Congerville, Lllinois. 


“Our system of ficld shelling consists of a 
self-propelled picker-sheller, batch bin 
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dryer, and steel wagon beds with perfo- 
rated floors. We dump field-shelled corn 
on trucks and haul it to the batch bin 
dryer, dry it, then elevate it into storage 
bins or into trucks to be hauled directly to 
the market 

“About the only disadvantage we 
found was the cost of change-over to this 
equipment. However, we needed a new 
corn-storage building anyway so we put 
up steel bins because this was much 
cheaper than ear-corn cribs 

“We find that when the weather gets 
bad and the ground muddy, we can still 
pick and shell with this machine when 
other type pickers pulling a wagon can 
not get through. When picking corn at 35- 
percent moisture, we had less loss in the 
field. The snapping rolls didn’t shell as 
much and there were fewer ears knocked 
off.”,—Charles Mutzner, Piqua, Ohio 


“After 4 years of picker-shelling experi- 
ence we believe our equipment is about 
right for 240-400 acres. For larger farm- 
ers it might be too slow. We have a pull 
type picker-sheller and a bin-type drying 
bin. By boarding up part of our corncrib, 
we have a place to store shelled corn. The 
rest of the crib is used for ear corn.” 
Joe and Lawrence Spieler of Granville, 
Iowa. 


“For 2 years we used a sheller at the edge 
of the field and 4 wagons to take corn 
from picker to sheller, a tractor loader to 
dump corn into the sheller, and 2 pickup 
trucks to take the corn away. Last year 
we got a picker-sheller and find it takes 
one man to run the machine and one man 


to operate 2 


pickup trucks for hauling 
corn away. It means, too, the cobs are 
over the field where they belong, corn 
takes much less storage space, there’s 
more convenience in handling shelled 
corn, corn is kept cleaner with much less 
damage from rodents, and we consider 
the system much safer. We are now study- 
ing the possibility of getting a dryer.’

“I’ve been field shelling for 2 years but 
have had 6 years experience in drying 
ear corn. I have a 600-bushel-batch bin 
dryer and figure the drying costs to be 
1'4 to 2 cents a bushel. For storage, I 
converted the corncrib by using tongue- 
and-groove boards on the sides. Most of 
the farm cribs that are in good repair can 
be converted to shelled corn storage 
without too much expense. Too many 
times farmers imagine they have to have 
entirely different buildings when they 
buy shelled-corn drying equipment.’

You won't need much 
margin because money can be made on 
the pounds of gain. The following pro- 
gram should put on nearly 500 pounds in 
a year’s time with a cost of 1 7} 9 cents per

Buy 450-pound calves in October and 
run them on meadows until cold weather 
Winter them on 6 pounds of corn-and- 
cob meal, 1 pound of protein, and 10 
pounds of good hay per day. Increase the 
corn to 10 pounds when they go on pas- 
ture in the spring. Plan to get them in dry 
lot on full feed of corn around August 1 
Chey ought to bring at least 23 cents per 
pound when sold about October 1, a year 
later 

Lower feed costs even make a straight 
dry lot grain-feeding program look good 
on calves this coming year—especially if 
you use stilbestrol during much of the 
feeding period.

This tractor-mounted post driver makes

The hydraulically operated unit is 
used to quickly push a steel fence post in- 
to the ground, or to pull it 

A “boom” of welded angle and bar 
iron operates on a shalt mounted to the 
underside of the tractor frame. The hy- 
draulic unit used on the plow, disc, and 
other machinery does the lifting or low- 
ering of the boom depending on whether 
the steel posts are being pulled or driven 

A welded cap, which fits over the top 
of each post, is the pressure point in driv- 
ing. A helper places it and holds the post 
straight as it is started into the ground 

For pulling, a small clamp, which is 
suspended loosely from a large link, is 
held against the post lugs and the hy- 
draulic cylinder does the rest. The jaws 
of puller clamp are beveled to insure best

Research at the Ohio I xperiument Sta- 
tion helps settle the question of whether 
to plow or dis’ for wheat after mechan- 
ically picked corn 

Agronomist |. L. Haynes says there 
is a definite yield advantage for plowing, 
even though some farmers consider it too 
time consuming. In a 5-year test, Haynes 
harvested from 40 to 43 bushels of wheat 
per acre when the seedbed was plowed 
Discing the soil without removing the 
stalks gave only a bushel vield 

This higher vield for plowing is due al- 
most entirely to better function of the 
grain drill, Haynes says. The Ohio tests 
showed no advantage of plowing over 
discing when the cornstalks were re- 


moved prior to seedbed preparation

Poultry 


Bronchitis control works 
well in farm flocks 


The willful infection of chicks with in- 
fecticus bronchitis strain before they 
reach laying age has proved its value. It 
results in only minor growth setback and 
prevents outbreaks of bronchitis later 
when the birds are in lay, and when an 
outbreak could disrupt laying and de- 
crease cyzYg quality 

In California farm tests, some 350,000 
chicks were treated with Massachusetts 
L-43 strain of infectious bronchitis virus 
A few drops of the virus fluid were squirt- 
ed into the wind pipes of chicks Lhe 
treatment was conducted on an area 
basis under close supervision of veteri- 
narians, and after the immune status of 


flocks was determined 


More on refrigerated 
egg-storage rooms 


Here are the results of recent studies by 
the Cornell Agricultural Engineering De- 
partment on an insulated and reiriger- 
ated egg-storage room 

A commercial %-hp refrigeration unit 
gave satisfactory service, although the 
unit was larger than necessary. Contin- 
uous movement of the room air by a fan 
caused dehydration of the eggs and per- 
haps large air cells. An egg precooler 
was installed in the egg-storage room 
Good egg quality was obtained with the 
precooler and intermittent storage-room 
blower-fan operatior 

Later a combination refrigeration and 
heating unit was installed in place of the 
straight relrigeration unit Again inter- 
mittent blower-fan operation gave better 
quality eggs The cost of electric energy 
to operate equipment amounted to less 


than .2 cents per dozen « gus 


Heavy eaters not 
always most profitable 


When a poultryman pays the feed bill, 
much feed 
chickens will eat. Usually, the more feed 


he becomes conscious of how 


he can get a flock to consume, the higher 
rate of production he will get. However 
if it gets up around 35 to 40 pounds per 
hundred birds daily, you had better do 
some checking. Here are some possible 
leaks to check 
Check the possibility that rats are help- 
ing out a bit. The rat population builds 
up fast in the late fall 
ond suggest mm to ¢ heck SOM 
of | birds for flesh and fat condition 
Experimental evidence shows that sup- 
plementing a complete all-mash ration 
with pellets does not immediately reduce 
the ground-mash intake in proportion to 
the amount of pellets give Instead, the 
dry-mash mtake temporarily remains 
about the same whether pe llets are led or 


not. For several weeks the additional feed 
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pointers 


given in the form of pellets apparently 
goes into building a heavier body but, 
eventually, maximum body size is at- 
tained and thereafter the total feed in- 
take is about the same 

\ third possibility, in case of excessive 
consumption of feed, is that the ration 
may not be properly balanced, and ut 
must be available in sufficient quantity 
For example, 25 pounds of total feed in- 
take per day should maintain a level of 
60 percent produc tion in a flock of Leg- 
horns averaging 4.5 pounds cach 

A fourth possiblity to consider is the 
average body weight of the laying flock 
Some strains of Leghorns, averaging pos- 
sibly 4 pounds in weight, will not require 
25 pounds of daily feed intake to average 
60 percent production. Other strains of 
Leghorns weighing 5 pounds or over will 
require more than that amount per 100 
hens per day to maintain a 60-percent 
level of production 

A fifth reason for high feed consump- 
tion may be due to overfilling of the 
mash hoppers. Supplying more hopper 
space and filling them not over half full 
will pay good dividends 

In feeding an egg-production strain of 
birds the last pound you can get them to 
eat is the most important pound. A nor 
laying flock of Leghorns will cat about 
17 pounds daily per 100 hens and 21 
pounds daily in case of a flock of heavies 
This base feed requirement 1s for mainte- 


nance alone. 


Part of poultry ration 
can be cottonseed meal 


Cottonseed meal can be substituted 
for part of the soybean meal in poultry 
rations if the price is in its favor 

Research at Kansas State has shown

20 percent of s rew-pressed cotton- 


that 
seed meal and 12 percent of soybean meal 
can be used in the present high efhiaency 
broiler rations that contain 30 percent 
soybean meal. Five percent of a laying 
ration may be cottonseed meal. Greater 
quantities may cause olive-colored yolks, 
University of California researchers 
found that cottonseed meal can be used 
for one-third of the protein supplement 
in the starting ration of turkey poults up 
to 8 weeks of age, and it can then be in- 
creased to 66 percent of the protein sup- 
plement to market age. Lysine require- 
ments of turkeys decrease from 4 to 8 
ecks of age s0 cottonseed can be in- 
1 safely at 8 weeks. Soybean meal 
contains lysine, an essential amino acid 
hich poultry need, so cottonseed meal 
ot be substituted for all the soybean 


Ihe California researchers also found 
that up to 14 percent of turkey breeder 
rations can be cottonseed meal. Substi-
